Tory Ing Ideas of Well Known Capitalist*. 


Savings Banks and Building and Loan 
Associations Recommended as the Saf- 
est Pluoes to Keep Honey. 
Hundreds of thousands of thrifty 


young men and women throughout the 
United States, who are ambitious to se- 
cure a competency for their old age, are 
tot a loss to know how to invest their 
small savings to advantage. There is 
scarcely a successful business man in 
New York who does not receive in hia 
mail every morning requests for informa- 
tion as to the best -way to invest small 
sums of money. 


With a view of obtaining some opin- 


ions on the subject a reporter called a 
few days ago upon some of the most 
prominent and successful business men 
of the country, noted for their shrewd 
investments, and asked them to give 
their opinions of the best way to invest 
$100. 


Mr. Henry Clews, who has earned a 


reputation for his sound judgment in all 
matters relating to investments, said: 


"The best investment for $100 is to 


place it in a good savings bank and make 
the foundation to build upon by frequent 
additions to it. When the amount gets 
large enough the first acquisition of prop- 
erty should buy a homestead, and when 
that is accomplished it will give such 
comfort and peace of mind to the owner 
and his family as to make life worth the 
living. 


•'When a man is known to own bis 


house it gives him a status in the com- 
munity greater than anything else. It 
also gives him an established credit 
which, when obtained, if judiciously and 
conservatively used, will make it much 
easier to acquire this world's goods. 


"The best citizens are those who own 


in fee their homes and their contents, for 
it develops qualities in a man's nature 
that otherwise may remain dormant or 
hidden like a light under a bushel. 


"Among these qualities are pride of 


position, which will keep a man respect- 
able; the love of country, which will 
make him a patriot, and almost more 
than anything else contribute to make 
him, 
not only respected by his neighbors 


and friends, but also a good and faithful 
husband and a loving parent." 
A "CULT EDGED BOND," SAYS DR. DEPEW. 


Dr. Chauncey M. Depew advised that 


the $100 should be made grow to $1,000 
before being invested in any enterprise. 


"Put it in the savings bank," said the 


doctor, "where it can draw compound 
interest, and add to it as you can until 
it becomes a thousand. Then consult 
some wise, conservative banker and in- 
vest it in a gilt edged bond which can be 
registered. 
There is no investment for 


$100 except to put it into a savings bank 
that is absolutely safe. The chances are 
that if he went to inquire he would meet 
speculative gentlemen who would land 
his $100 in some mining or other similar 
scheme which promised large returns, 
and that would be the end of it" 


Mr. Erastus WLman is of the opinion 


that "the best way to invest $100 is to 
buy a share in some well managed local 
building and loan association. These 
associations represent the aggregate say- 
ings of their members, and the money is 
invested only in houses built by one of 
their own number. The investment is 
therefore a very safe one, because men 
will pay for their homes and the interest 
due thereon sooner than they would pay 
for anything else. The money can be 
withdrawn, if need be, while it rests 
with the society, and it pays as good an 
interest as any other safe enterprise can 
afford. Compared with the savings bank 
it yields about twice the interest, while 
the security is generally just as good. 


"Of course all depends upon manage- 


ment, but taken as a whole the money 
of poor people put into building loan as- 
sociations has been more honestly ad- 
ministered by the poor people themselves 
than has been any other financial trust 
in the country. In proportion to the 
enormous amount invested, which now 
reaches over $700,000,000—reaching that 
of the capital of all the national banks— 
the amount of defalcations has been in- 
finitesimal. 


"The rate of interest paid has been 


larger, the purpose accomplished nobler, 
and the security just as safe as that of 
fho average railroad, banl?, mortgage or 
insurance investment. 1 put $100 away 
every month in a building and loan as- 
sociation, conscious that it is the very 
safest and best investment that 1 can 
make. By it 1 am enabled to insure my 
life for $20,000, and 1 am all the time ac- 
cumulating, not only the principal, but 
interest, which thus far has averaged 10 
per pent. 


"0NCLE" R'JICUS HATCH'S VIEWS. 


"Uncle" Rufus Hatch, who has lost 


over $1,000,000 in 
Wall street, does 


not recommend any "high flying'' in- 
vestment. His advice for putting out 
$100 
was to "go slow," and he added: 


"If you can find a solvent savings bank, 
put the $100 there, and be satisfied with 
3 or 4 per cent, interest. It would seem, 
however, from disclosures that national 
banks and savings banks and all other 
banks are more or less open to criticism. 
The vast majority of the public do not 
know how to take caro of their savings 
and ara easily induced to put them 
wherever they are promised a big per 
cent, interest. 


"However all this may be," and "Un- 


cle" Rufus Hatch looked very serious, 
"under any and all events, keep out of 
Wall street. Teach the public to shun 
its precincts. It is simply suicide for a 
man to go into Wall street with $100. If 
he had $100,000,000 that might do. My 
advice to thrifty persons is to keep the 
$100 saved and keep adding to it until it 
has accumulated to a reasonable amount. 
Thea buy an annuity for life or a paid up

A "Struggling Mother" Tells \Vr»at She 


Did to Stake Her Children Happy. 
I can sympathize fully with "strug- 


gling mothers," for 1, too, am a widow 
for the past year. My children nulnber 
seven, the oldest now thirteen, the 
youngest a baby of fourteen months. 
Unable to find shelter for them in the 
oity, I have been compelled to come to a 
country place, where the ways of earn- 
ing a living for them are very limited, 
but where they can find liberty and 
health. 


We had been thinking of Christmas 


Hi] the year, and even while the summer 
was with ns we began to make and 
gather the things together tt> make our- 
selves and others happy. 


For baby 1 took a lot of rags, and by 


pounding and firm sewing made these 
,nto a ball, which I covered with orange 
and blue worsted in melon shaped stripes. 


My eldest girl made him a rag baby 


with painted face, while the second pre- 
pared leaves of cambric, and on these 
pasted all sorts of pictures—the brighter 
the better. 


For Charlie, our man, I had a carpen- 


ter prepare ma four solid wheels with 
merely a hole in the center. 
These 


mounted on cross pieces and attached to 
a small box, with a long stick as handle, 
the whole painted red, with the words 
"Good Boy" in gilt, pleased him well. 


Bebbie paid one cent for a card of sol- 


diers; these she cut out, pasted on pieces 
of cardboard cut to the same shapes and 
glued to small pieces of wood to make 
them stand upright. 
They formed a 


regiment for the same little fellow. A 
horn for two cents he got from Emma. 


Nellie, my little one of five years, got 


a doll made of rags, dressed as a real 
baby and with a cap on, f rtom Bebbie, 
while 1 screwed some molding to a 
high and low piece of board to make a 
bed. 
Instead of slats I bored holes down 


the sides and wove strong twine back 
and forth. Mattress, pillow, sheets and 
spread complete the gift. 


Sadie, seven years old, got a rag 


.body with a real head and dressed with 
clothes that have real buttons and 
buttonholes. She also received a doll- 
house, made of a box, with windows and 
doors cut out. This is painted on the 
outside and papered within. The kitchen 
has paper on the lloor varnished over, a 
stove for ten cents, a table made of a 
spool with a square of wood glued on 
and little shelves to hold tho tinware 
that costs five cents. The parlor has a 
small piece of carpet, furniture made of 
spools upholstered, the foot rests being a 
spool sawed into two. 


For Clara, nine years old, a deep box 


nicely covered made into a workbox, 
with scissors that cost ten cents, a 
buttouhook your shoe dealer gives you, 
two crochet hooks for live cents, a small 
pincushion and a needlebook. A small 
box of pasteboard neatly covered with 
crinkled tissue paper, with three hand- 
'cerchiefs made of lawn, nicely scalloped, 
r'eathor stitched, with initial in tho coi- 
icr, she got from sister Bebbio. 


Emma also received a mate to this box. 


Two books—"Life of Josephine" and 
•Mr. 
Rutherford's Children—that I one 


lay bought at a secondhand stand for 
ive cents apiece form the presents she 
;ot. 


For Bebbie, my thirteen-year-old girl, 


! gave fifteen cents to a carpenter for 
ome pieces of board, in each comer of 
>vhich he bored a hole. These, strung 
ogether by the aid of brass vestibule 
•od, a cent a foot, and empty spools, 
-oruied the hanging shelves or cabinet 
.he long wished. 


To lessen this expense I might have 


ised rope if 1 wished. Nicely painted 
.vhite, with every spool gilded, it looks 
/ery pretty. 


Two peach baskets fastened together, 


.vith a, deep ruflle of turkey red and nice- 
y lined, formed a workbasket for my 
Christmas present. 


We thought of others, too, for that 


lappj" da3r. Old Mrs. Sprague, a help- 
ess cripplo, got a worsted cape, while a 
alkolcue head rest and a foot rest made 
>f a box mounted on four doorstops, 
covered nicely and with a, frill about it, 
pleased the old gentleman. 


These complete the list of the things 


we prepared for Christmas. But I can 
think of many more for young and old 
which would demand much work, but 
little cash.

disposed of io large areas to men who will 
permit no herda or flocks, except their 
own, to graze on them or ranee over them. 
The small farmer who cannot purchase a 
township at least will be impounded, ex- 
cept in the valley* already under cultiva- 
tion where the rancher relies exclusively 
for support on the product of hia farm. 


Experience has taught na that Congres- 


sional restrictions at to the dispoa il of 
lauds granted to Slates or corporations 
cannot be relied on and nre really no safe- 
guard. 
The Union tin 1 CenlnU Pacific 


Land Grant Act provide! that the lands 
granted should cot bd sold to settlers at 
more than $2 50 per sore. 
This olanne 


was easily evadeJ by disposing of the 
lands to a syndicate which, as settlers 
along tbe railroad know, sell lho?e lands at 
the highest price they can get. 
The peo- 


ple of Nevada also know it to be a fact 
that a Board appointed by the Legislature 
doubled the price of State lands, and then, 
for a consideration, reduced the price and 
offered, ao tbe writer was informed by se- 
llable men, to fix the price of State lands at 
flfty cents ao acre, if paid enough 
for 


doing so. 


With facts like these fresh in the memory 


of tbe people it devolves upon them to ex- 
ercise caution.

Cargo au<] Morulan<t Were Youngsters 
in a I'lttsburg Telegraph Office To- 
gether— How They Were Promoted. 
The story of five messenger boys be- 


gins in the early days of telegraphy. 
In 


a dingy office in Pittsburg, about 1848, 
Andrew Caruegie, Henry W. Oliver, 
Robert Pitcairn, Major William C. More- 
land and David McCargo were messen- 
gers. It is said that they took the oppo- 
site of other boys and spent their spare 
moments in learning useful lessons. An- 
drew Carnegie is the oldest of the lot, 
and he was the smartest, leading all in 
learning how to telegraph. He was one 
of the first operators in the country to 
learn to take the Morse system by sound, 
which in those days was considered a 
remarkable achievement 
It did not 


take Thomas A. Scott long to snatch 
Mr. Carnegie from the telegraph office 
in Pittsburg into his office as private 
secretary when the great railroad genius 
took charge of the Pittsburg end of the 
road. The education the) young Scotch- 
man received from a greater mind lifted 
him from a secretary's seat into the 
place of division superintendent when 
Mr. Scott was made vice president of 
the railroad. The industry, the subtle 
cunning and watching faith of Scott 
tanght him to lay his lines in other di- 
rections than watching the divisions of 
a railroad, and Scott helped him. His 
place gave him the opportunity to look 
into other lines of industry, and he drove 
a drift into an iron mill. His pickax 
was not large, but his cunning and thrift 
made up for the size of his ax. J. Edgar 
Thomson, who was the president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, then gave a 
great name and money to the works now 
dominated by Mr. Carnegie. At that 
time Colonel Scott was a power in the 
nation as well as the railroad, and Car- 
negie began to gather wealth. 


MK. CARNEGIE'S EARLY AMBITION. 


"My ambition in those days," he said 


recently, "was to write for newspapers. 
1 took in material in that direction 
whenever it was possible. 1 haunted the 
public library in Alloghany, and caught 
on to the fact that a distinction was 
made by the attendants between tbe 
poor boys and the sons of well to do 
parents. It made me indignant. 1 wrote 
my first public letter to the board of con- 
trol, and a change was ordered. This 
result more than ever resolved me to fol- 
low journalism, b\it an accident drifted 
me elsewhere, and I became a manufac- 
turer." 


Thrift and industry were the derricks 


which lifted Harry W. Oliver out of the 
telegraph chair next to Mr. duiiegie. 
and made him a clerk for a big iron firm, 
tie is an Irishman, with a head full of 
cunning about the business economies of 
life. It did not take long for him to re- 
alize the possibilities of the iron trade, 
and one day a slick working block and 
tackle hoisted him out of his seat at the 
desk in the big firm's workshop and 
landed him in a business that has since 
grown to be one of the greatest concerns 
in the world. He has grown very rifh, 
sind one railroad and seven manufactur- 
ing concerns now feel the touch of his 
hand. 


Another Scotchman of the famous five 


is Robert Pitcairn, who sits in the seat 
once occupied by Colonel Tom Scott and 
Mr. Carnegie. Ha went from a telegraph 
cnair into the railroad business, and he 
has been a master jn all the best condi- 
tions of railroad life. He is many times 
a millionaire, but he lives for hia rail- 
road, although interested, like Mr. Oli- 
ver, in mapy large manufacturing en- 
terprises. He does the work of about 
three men every day, and takes recrea- 
tion only when he wants to talk with a 
big friend or indulge with hia country- 
men in the melodies of Scotland. 
He 


has denied himself promotion many 
times, because he likes to cling to thelo- 
cution where he began aa a messenger 
boy and has had so many triumphs. 


A TRIUMPH IN TELEGRAPHY. 


The fourth member of the group is 


David McCargo, the general manager of 
the Allegheny railroad. 
His strong 


Scotch character lifted him into big 
railway concerns early. 
He left the 


telegraph office soon after the other boys 
and took a place on the railway. 


"Think of it," said Major William P. 


Moreland, the last, but not least, of tli.e 
famous five. "I stood at the key with 
Carnegie, Oliver, Pitcairn, McCargo, and 
heard the first message pass over the 
wires that was sent between the north 
and south. James D. Reid, who was 
general superintendent; David Brooks, 
now living in Philadelphia, and Jackson 
Duncan, of Cincinnati, had charge of 
the experiment. 
We bad to work on 


short circuits in those days, and we 
thought it was impossible to send a mes- 
sage to New York from New Orleans. 
Brooks and Reid walked over and in- 
spected the line from the Crescent City 
to Pittsburg. After arriving here and 
assuring themselves that the line was 
perfect, the effort was ordered and every 
telegraph operator on the line, and in 
fact the whole country, was Wftittnar in 
suspense to know the success or failure 
of tins effort. 
Every magnet was ad- 


justed, and every electrician on the line 
stood at his key listening for the result 
At tho signal New York called Philadel- 
phia, the Quaker City signaled fiarris- 
burg, and then in quick succession Pitia- 
ourg, Cincinnati, Louisville and New 
Orleans were opened to the metropolis.
